The Earl of Derby, with that humanity which ever 
diftinguifhed his character, ordered every poflible af- 
fittance to be adminiltered to the fufferers, and gave 
directions for the medical gentlemen of the town to 
attend all the wounded, whofe profefional {kill his 
ae bee aed paid for out of his own purfe.

known to the mafter or owner, fecretly conveyed 

on board a few gallons of fpirits, &c. 

It is certainly right to punith fmuggling; but it 
is fevere to make the merchant liable in fo high a 
degree for the folly of a common failor. Let rhe 
perfon offending be punifhed by imprifonment, or in 
whatever way the law may appoint ; but it is detri- 
mental to commerce to punith the merchant for what 
he caa neither forefee nor prevent, and where it is 
obvious there could be no intention to defraud. 

544, With regard to Cultomhoufe fees, coalt-bonds, 

cockets, &c. , 

It farely appears extremely unjuft, that the trade 
of Seorland thould be laid under reitrictions, and te- 
dious forms and duties, which are not permitted in 
England, and many of which are contrary to law.
